COMMENT 


MODIFIED TITLE HE name “Interior Decorator”, by which this 

magazine will be known in the future, has for 
almost twenty years, been a part of its older title, “The Upholsterer and In- 
terior Decorator.” Because the term “The Upholsterer” was misunderstood 
by many (it was used originally when upholsterers were the only interior 
decorators) and because in a modern sense it did not truly reflect the deco- 
rative contents of the magazine, we decided to drop it. 


PROTECT DESIGN Saas CONGRESS again in session, it 
would be nice to think that some 
genius, if there be any such among our legislators, would prepare a copy- 
right bill to protect design which would fulfill the requirements of the artist, 
manufacturer, and the consumer, and at the same time not arouse sufficient 
opposition in certain powerful branches of the retail field to bring about its 
defeat either in committee or when finally voted upon. Whether this will 
happen or not, we have no means of knowing. All we do know is what we 
have known and insisted upon for years—that design piracy in the artistic 
and decorative fields is an evil for the continuation of which, unhampered 
by law, there is no more excuse than there would be excuse for the like con- 
tinuation of say grand larceny, if there were no existent laws to prohibit it. 
Such efforts as have been made in the past to obtain sane legislation for 
design protection have had the wholehearted backing of a large number of 
trades and industries, associations and individuals, but bad luck, misunder- 
standings and wrong approach have up to now made these efforts fruitless. 
We suggest that the decorators, who would surely benefit enormously if 
designs were protected so that when buying supposed design exclusiveness 
in fabrics, furniture, wall paper, etc., etc., they were assured of obtaining 
what they pay for, get behind whatever movements exist to bring this matter 
before Congress. 
Design protection is somewhat taken care of by the codes in the various 
industries, but with codes not quite enforceable and gradually falling into 
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disuse, what is needed is legislation of a specific and potent character such as 
is the copyright law as applied to literature. 


IGNORANCE ROBABLY we: should have known all about 
“pickled white,” the color term concerning which | 
we published a paragraph or so in our last issue. But we didn’t. 

Miss Cornelia Conger, the well-known Chicago decorator, has taken us 
to task for our ignorance. All we can say in response to Miss Conger’s accu- 
sation is that we were not alone in this reprehensible state as, before publish- 
ing the paragraphs mentioned, we asked about in the trade concerning 
“pickled white,” and those we asked were either as uninformed as we, or 
they prevaricated unnecessarily. 

To lighten the gloom of our ignorance, Miss Conger very kindly de- 
scribes for us the meaning of the term “pickled white” and in case there are 
others who do not know all about it, we publish the following from her 
letter: } 

“Tt is a special favorite in England where not only furniture but rooms 
are often treated in this way. ‘Pickling’ is, of course, primarily intended as 
applied to antique furniture. It is a process of removing the old paint, or 
stain, varnish, or wax with strong chemicals and getting the wood back to its 
original ‘white’ finish. The tone can be controlled and whether ‘it be left flat 
or very lightly waxed is at the discrimination of the decorator. To be well 
done it requires time and expert workmanship.”—J. B. H.

ESPITE the widespread vogue 
for the Contemporary Style in 
decoration, there are still a very large 


number of people who are faithful 
in their admiration of what may be 
called the Early American Periods. 
These are the people who keep con- 
stant the market for the furniture and 
furnishings of Colonial and ante-Rev- 
olutionary days, and it is for such 


that the charm of those scenic papers 
(either originals or reproductions) 
depicting life in the Republic’s early 
days makes its strongest appeal. 
There is not the shadow of a doubt 
that of all the furnishings open to 
the use of interior decorators none 
are so potent to bring back the at- 
mosphere and charm of vanished 
American scenes as are these same

scenic papers, and it is for that 
reason that we find so many of them 
used by the foremost decorating con- 
cerns who realize that in period 
rooms the more that can be done to 
bring back the atmosphere associated 
with the period furniture the better. 

In the selection of such papers, the 
decorator has open to him two 
sources of supply. He can, if his cli- 
ent will sanction the expenditure, go 
into the antique market and obtain 
original examples of such remarkable 
creations of the wall paper manufac- 
turers art as the papers illustrated 
on these pages, painted in 1834 by 
F. Zipelius and Eugene Ehrmann 
and printed in Alsace by Zuber et 
Cie, or he can go to the showroome 
of the better class manufacturers and 
wholesalers and select from their 








stock either reproductions of these 
ancient papers or papers by modern 
designers simulating the style and 
color of the antiques. If he does the 
former, he may be certain that his 
selection will strike the right note 
because in the field of wall decora- 
tion no wall paper has ever been 
created which excels in artistic value 
those antique papers about which we 
have been speaking. If he does the 
latter, he will require to exercise a 
greater amount of care because while 
it is true that most of the modern 
scenics which purport to be in the 
style of the old papers are good, 
there are, nevertheless, a number

DRAPERY STYLES 


SIMPLICITY, AND AGAIN 
PLICITY, SEEMS TO BE 
WATCHWORD 


N going over the rooms we have 

seen during the past year, either 
in actuality or in photographs, it be- 
comes apparent that decorators are 
becoming more and more enamored 
of extreme simplicity with regard to 
draperies. Speaking roughly, we 
would say that of a hundred rooms 
decorated during the past twelve 
months, in at least seventy per cent 
of them the windows were merely set 
off by drapes either French pleated 
over flat rods or hung by loops or 
rings from brass, wooden or glass 
poles. It is true that many of the 
rooms we refer to were in the Con- 
temporary Style, but even in those 
having period characteristics, wher- 
ever the decorator was able to do so 
without violating an aesthetic prin- 
ciple, he or she stuck to plain, simple 
drapes. In the strictly period rooms, 
in almost every instance, the period 
draperies were greatly simplified, the 
valances shorn of much of their for- 
mer ornamentation and the whole 
drapery made to recede into the 
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background as much as possible serv- 
ing mostly merely to soften the harsh 
architectural lines of the window. 

With the coming of the Neo-Classic 
and the English Regency styles, a 
good many of the decorators used a 
very simple form of festoon drapery 
rather severely regular and without 
trimming, one of which is illustrated 
on the opposite page. 

The materials most popular seem 
to have been plain silks or satins, 
two-tone damasks or the newer home- 
spun fabrics which have been having 
quite a vogue. 

In all of the Contemporary Style 
rooms and in a great many of the 
Neo-Classic rooms, white, off-white — 
and ecru have been favorite colors. — 
In such of these rooms where other 
colors were used at the window, they 
were almost invariably, if of a single 
color, in the light or pastel shades. 
If of more than one color, as often 
happened when the homespuns were 
used, they were of colors sharply. con-

ACK in 1925, 
B when through 
the Paris Exposition 
the Modernist Move- 
ment in decorative 
art was given world- 
wide publicity, 
names such as J. 
Ruhlmann, Vienot, 
Sue & Mare, Paul 
Follot, Dufrene, René Prou, Frechet, 
and Rateau, were on _ everyone’s 
tongue. Of these names RuhImann’s 
is perhaps the one most fitted to re- 
main in the memory and for that rea- 
son the Retrospective Exhibit of his 
work recently held in the Musée des 
Arts Decoratifs, Palais de Louvre, de- 
serves mention. 

The main reason why Ruhlmann 
stands out as a leader among the 
many French designers who went 
wholeheartedly into the art moderne 
movement is that he was one of the 
few who realized that all desirable 
creations in art, either new or old, 
had to have be- 
hind them an 
idea a fact 
which was over- 
looked by many 
of his contempor- 
aries who seemed 
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io believe.that ‘in 


this new form of 
decoration their 
work needed on- 
ly to be different 
to be acceptable. 

In those days 
when the bizarre 
in furniture de- 
sign rather than 
the artistic was 
being acclaimed by many and dispar- 
aged by a host, Ruhlmann’s furniture 
almost alone possessed characteristics 
which could be admired by modern- 
ists and not despised by others. 

In brief, Ruhlmann’s idea was that 
the spirit of the age, which was 
downright and frank, could be ex- 
pressed in simplified forms which did 
not depart entirely from the tradi- 
tional forms, but which, unlike 
many of the traditional forms, were 
unfettered by extraneous and some- 
times meaningless decoration. Adopt- 
ing the cube as the simplest: of all 
masses, Ruhlmann used this as his 
basis of design, achieving beauty in 
ornamentation not by the use of 
meaningless carvings or applied orna- 
ment, but by accenting the exquisite 
grain and coloring of the exotic 
woods which he used. 

Ruhlmann’s first work along this 
line began in 1909. By the year of 
the Exposition it had developed to 
its limit, and after that time, as 
shown by the pieces on display at the 
Exhibit, remained almost static. 

Of the pieces shown in the Ex- 
hibit, the  cabinet- 
work was exquisite, 
the finish always skil- 
fully planned to 
bring out the utmost 
beauty of the grain

IN THOSE DAYS! 


DECORATION WAS A FEARFUL AND 
WONDERFUL THING 


N THE decorative world some- 
times we do not realize our prog- 
ress. In order to get a true estimate 
of the distance we have gone since 
the end of the Georgian era, when, 
for some reason or other, good taste 
in home furnishing became a rarity, 
we need to regard some of the rooms 
and practices of days which, in the 
pageant of history, were not so long 
ago. 


It seems impossible to believe, 
looking around our simplified, airy, 
sanitary interiors, that our grand- 
parents lived in rooms, which, to 
characterize them charitably, could 
only be called extremely fussy. To 
know that such was the case, we have 
only to look back at old illustrations 
in periodicals to realize it. 

Motion pictures also do a great 
deal to show us the homes of only 
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two generations ago, and in the M. G. 
M. picture play, “David Copperfield” 
now running in the theatres, Cedric 
Gibbons, ably assisted by Merrill Pye 
and Edwin B. Willis, shows us inte- 
riors true in detail (though some- 
what exaggerated) of average homes 
of the middle of the last century. 
For the interest which lies in them 
and the smiles they may cause, we 
publish two of these interiors—one 
in the home of the young, tragic 
mother of David, and the other in 
the parlor of Mr. Wickfield. Note in 
the first of these pictures the grand 
collection of bric-a-brac and knick- 
knacks on the mantel, the weird con- 
traption nailed to the wall beside the 
looking glass bearing a bust of some- 
one or other, the extraordinary lamp 
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on the side table which is heavily 
draped with a deep plush or chenille 
cover. 

In the other picture there is the 
wild and wooly design in the carpet, 
the lambrequin festooned around the 
mantel to catch dust and ashes, the 
heavily draped windows, the super- 
fluity of pictures, and again the gen- 
erous supply of bric-a-brac. 

Seeing rooms such as these—and 
great credit must be given to Mr. 
Gibbons and his associates for the 
amount of résearch work they did to 
make them _ authentic—while, as 
Dickens enthusiasts, we may smile at 
them, even affectionately, if we are 
honest, our chief emotion may be ex- 
pressed in the phrase, “Thank heav- 
ens we don’t have to live in them.”

A RECENT DEVELOPMENT in connec- 

tion with the slip cover lines of 
the Surefit Products Co. was featured 
by them in connection with their dis- 
play at the Hotel New Yorker during 
the Curtain and Drapery Show. One 
of the new developments consists of 
a system of anchorage for the pur- 
pose of holding down the edges of 
the slip cover so that they can neither 
creep, slide, nor bulge. The principle 
has been designated Sta-fast. At- 
tached to the edges of the slip cover 
proper are bands of duck which pass 
under the seat of the chair where 
they are held in place by ‘push pins. 
Another innovation not patented is 
the use of snaps for closing the sides 
of slip covers which permits of shap- 
ing the cover to conform to the shape 
of the piece upon which it is used. 
Twelve new fabrics are being intro- 
duced in the line for Spring and the 
covers are self-welted, or finished in 
eggshell welt or moss fringe.

WHAT If SO GALLING AS 


THE CRITICISM OF THE 
IGNORANI? 


rFXHERE is no type of individual 

causing the decorator more sleep- 
less nights and irritation than the 
man or woman who, admittedly 
knowing nothing about interior deco- 
rating, adopts an attitude of petty 
fault finding. 

To deal with such a client, accom- 
plish good work, and retain personal 
dignity is a task requiring the pa- 
tience of Job and the diplomacy of a 
Machiavelli. 

“You can’t argue with such 
people,” a decorator said to us re- 
cently, “and you don’t dare to quar- 
rel with them. All that you can do 
is to try to outwit them. 

“It has been my experience that 
these captious critics are almost in- 
variably extreme egotists, not always 
very quick-minded but always vain. 
Taking their vanity as their weakest 
point, I attack them there and occa- 
sionally I have achieved astonishing 
results. 

“I recall a woman who came to me 
desiring plans for her living room. 





After examining the room, I saw that 
because of certain lighting condi- 
tions, it called for a specific color 
scheme. 

“But, before getting to the work of 
making a sketch, I had had enough 
dealings with my lady to realize that 
she was of the class of clients we are 
discussing. So the first sketch I[ 
showed her was only a rough affair 
and did not truly represent my idea 
of how the room should be deco- 
rated. I showed it to her and lis- 
tened with meekness to all she had to 
say about its defects, and, by infer- 
ence, my total incompetence as a 
decorator. 

“Then I made my final sketch. Be- 
fore showing it to her, however, I 
made a little speech in which I flat- 
teringly gave her credit for being a 
mine of decorative ideas. I laid on 
the flattery so thickly that it seemed 
impossible that I could get away with 
it. But I did, and then I showed her 
my sketch. Talking fast and, one

which especially in the coloring, 
strike a slightly too strident note. 
These papers at first sight seem quite 
in the proper manner, but after hav- 
ing been lived with for a time their 
defects become evident and their 
modern manufacture becomes appar- 
ent. 

In using the modern papers, many 
decorators have them antiqued. This 
is an excellent practice if it is well 
done, but the decorator must take 
care not to place his work in the 
hands of a mere paperhanger inex- 
perienced in antiquing and trust 
that by the unskilled use of varnish 
or shellac this man wilt be able to 
accomplish satisfactory results. The 
antiquing of wall paper, like the an- 
tiquing of rugs or furniture, requires 
the skill of the true artisan rather 
than the haphazard methods of the 
ordinary workman. 

America is rich in history and 
much of this history has been clev- 
erly recorded in its own scenic wall 
papers. Not to use these papers on 
the part of the decorator in rooms 
where they are suitable is to forego 
an opportunity of recapturing the 
charm of vanished days many of 
which were momentous in the mak- 
ing of our nation and all of which 
were interesting.

An English Book of Merit 


AN INTERESTING volume both from 

the pictorial and historical stand- 
points has just been published by F. 
Lewis Ltd., Benfleet, Essex, England. 
It carries the title, “A Survey of 
British Industrial Arts,” the text mat- 
ter of which is from the pen of Henry 
G. Dowling, F.R.S.A. 

There are exactly one hundred 
plates, each containing one or more 
photographic reproductions of cur- 
rent developments in furniture, fit- 
ments, glass, floor coverings, fabrics, 
china, pottery, stained glass, metal 
work, architecture, etc., either as in- 
dividual pieces or as portions of a 
complete ensemble. In fact, the pic- 
torial part of the book is as definitely 
a survey of British industrial arts as 
is the descriptive text by Mr. Dowl- 
ing which precedes it. 

In the text matter, which occupies 
some fifty odd pages, Mr. Dowling 
does not confine himself to a descrip- 
tion of things distinctly British, but 
interpolates from time to time refer- 
ences to the opinions and accom- 
plishments of workers in other coun- 
tries, mentioning the Paris Exposi- 
tion, the Century of Progress, the 
Metropolitan Museum of New York.
